A total of 125,000 
rabbits 
were 
killed in York and Adams counties 
during the past season, according to 
a statem ent today by Game Protec­ 
tors W. C. Stevens, York, and Leo C. 
Bushman, Gettysburg. 
Of this num­ 
ber 95,000 are estimated 
by 
Mr. 
Stevens to huve been shot in York 
county while Mr. Bushman estimates 
that 30,000 were killed in Adams coun­ 
ty. 
This number is 37,500 more than 
is estimated to have been killed in 
1924 in the two counties. 
In that 
year Mr. Stevens placed his estimate 
at 60,000 and Mr. Bushman gave 17,- 
500 as his figure. 
Restock Counties 
The two game protectors are al­ 
ready at work planning to restock 
their respective counties. 
Yesterday 
Mr. Bushman placed four crates of 
rabbits, each crate containing 12 cot­ 
tontails, w'ith sportsmen at McSher­ 
rystown. 
These bunnies will be lib­ 
erated in the vicinity of th at place. 
Mr. Bushman has just 
received a 
shipment of 200 rabbits from Kansas 
wrhich he will distribute throughout 
the county. 
A number have already 
been placed in the vicinity of New 
Chester. 
The shipment was 
the 
first of a consignment of between 
700 and 800 which will be liberated 
in Adams county. The-number of rab­ 
bits “planted” here last year was 600. 
Mr. Stevens states that about 2,000 
rabbits will be liberated 
in 
York 
county this year and he plans to put 
a number of them on lands open to 
hunting in the vicinity of Hanover. 
About 1,800 cottontails were distribut­ 
ed in York county last year. A grand 
total of 70,000 rabbits will Tie placed 
in the state, it is planned by the game 
commission at Harrisburg. The great 
increase in the number of rabbits kill­ 
ed this year is credited to the in­ 
creased number of hunters and a more 
plentiful supply of game over tile pre­ 
vious season. 
15,414 Licenses 
York county had 15,414 
licensed 
hunters this year. 
According to Mr. 
Stevens’ estim ate each hunter secur­ 
ed an average of six rabbits. 
There 
w'ere 14,446 licensed hunters in the 
county last year. 
Both game protectors stated that 
the returns which must be made by 
the hunters giving the amount of 
game killed are coming in from York 
and Adams counties in fine shape. 
These returns should be sent prompt­ 
ly to the state game commission at 
H arrisburg. 
Mr. Bushman reported 
that 
141 
legal bucks were killed in Adams 
county during the deer season. 
Dur­ 
ing the special season 90 does and 
baby bucks w’ere shot down. 
Thirty 
illegal kills were made during the 
form er season and four doing the lat­ 
ter. 
The kill during the deer season 
was 29 less than last year. 
In York 
county, Mr. Stevens reports 17 bucks 
were killed. 
This is eight less than 
last year. 
The 
game 
protectors 
blame the unfavorable weather for the 
decrease in the amount of deer killed.

'Hie sheriff operates two meat 
shops, is a bank director and one of 
the best known men in the city.
